A small, but interesting part 
of our Yugoslav rural heritage is 
rapidly becoming a momento of the 

past - the watermills! These 

ingenuously constructed mills were 
a testimonial to the self-taught, 
but highly skilled village builders. 

A rushing mountain stream was often 
the site of these watermills. The 
force of the water turned the mill 
wheel, which in turn powered the 
mill stones. These mill stones 
were situated in the interior of 
the watermill; the wheat or corn 
was funneled between two grindstones 
(mill stones), and the flour was 
then collected into sacks. The tan¬ 
talizing smell of freshly baked 
bread was the reward for carrying 
home those heavy sacks of flourj 

The village watermills were 
social gathering places, much like 
our rural post office. While wait¬ 
ing for their grain to be milled 
into flour, they heard the latest 
village news, and talked about the 
everyday happenings in their small 
villages. Many a folktale has been attributed to these old watermills. Im¬ 
agine for a moment, a watermill on a dark night, with sounds of rushing water 
and the endless rumble of the millstones. You now have the perfect folktale 
setting for a villager with a very vivid imagination! Water spirits and 
supernatural powers were the main themes of these folk legends. The mill 
wheel and the spring water was believed by the villagers to possess healing 
powers. 1 ) 

I visited one former watermill which now houses a well-known and pictur¬ 
esque Konavle Valley restaurant, the "Konavoski Dvori". This restaurant is 
famous for its lamb, which is roasted on spits turned by the old mill stones. 
Thanks to the efforts of some preservationists, a few of Yugoslavia's water¬ 
mills still stand. They are a pleasant reminder of an era long gone, when 
life was slower, and people took time to savor it.

Mljet there are 370 different species of blue fish, not to mention 
the clams, lobsters and prawns. He told me of the lakes and the 
monastery and Church of St. Mary on the island in the lake. In that 
church he had served Mass when he was a boy. He told of r ng ng 
water by donkey from the well situated not far from the village. 

He described the "Korainu" where all the cooking was done over char¬ 
coal fire, and where the family spent the time in winter to keep 
warm. 
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The island has changed owners many times over the centuries 
until it came into Dubrovnik's possession in 1345. Since that 
time Mljet's history is much the same as that of the Republic of 
Dubrovnik.' So I must say something about that. The walled city 
of Dubrovnik was founded after the destruction of Roman Epidaurus 
(Cavtat) early in the 7th century. Pressed by the incoming Slavs 
and Avars, the Inhabitants of the Roman town took refuge on the 
present-day site of Dubrovnik. They fortified it and it was able 
to resist a siege of the Arabs. The Latin name of the city was 
Ragusium. Nearby was a Slav settlement, which being more numerous 
assimilated the smaller Roman one. The Slavs were largely Croats 
and Serbs, but as time passed Dubrovnik could be considered a 
Creation town. Dubrovnik was part of the Byzantine Empire. In 
1000 it was dominated by Venice, in 1185 by South-Italian Normans, 
and later under the Venetian Republic 1205-1358. Dubrovnic pros¬ 
pered because of its location and the caliber of its people. It 
traded overland and by seas. Soon the city began to expand to the 
off-shore islands. In 1345 it purchased Mljet and in 1427 Konavli. 
In 1808 Napoleon took over the Republic so after 1000 years of 
development in freedom Dubrovnik became a small provincial town as 
part of the French Empire and in 1814 a part of Austria where it 
stayed until 1918 when it became part of the Kingdom of Serbs, 

Croats, and Slovenes. Then came the Fascists and in 1945 the’ 
present government took over. Today Dubrovnik is part of the Social¬ 
ist Republic of Croatia. It is the seat of a commune covering 
about J:he same area as the old Republic of Dubrovnik It stretch*, 
along the Adriatic coast and Mljet cones under Us jirlaSlctlon. 

Many conquerors have left their mark on the Dataatlon coast. 
From the ancient Greek Argonauts (who dominated the Adriatic for

in the village of Polace at the northern end of the island. Here 
are the ruins of a palace and an early Christian Basilica. Only 
remnants of walls and an occasional mosaic pavement can be found. 

Mljet is unusual in many ways. Over two-thirds of the island 
is thickly covered with magnificent forests of Mediterranean pine, 
oak and scrub. Mljet has more forests than any of the other Adriatic 
islands. On the other third of the island are two large lakes and 
other smaller ones. The two larger ones are connected to each other 
and the sea by tiny channels. The water is continually pouring 
into the lakes or out of them because the ebb and flow is so strong. 
Our cousin took us from Govedjari to the Veliko Jesero where in a 
row boat we set out for Soline. We had to go from the large lake 
into the sea-channel. The tide was so low that he had to pole the 
boat through the shallow water. On the way back a few hours later 
the tide was coming in so he just rowed the boat! through the chan¬ 
nel. 


There is an island in Veliko Jesero where Benedictine monks 
in the 12th century built a church and monastery. Prince Desa of 
Zahumlye in 1151 gave the island to the monks who came from Apulia 
and built the church and monastery. The church has been preserved 
in its original appearance. It is one of the oldest specimens of 
Romanesque architecture in Yugoslavia. It was restored in 1949, 

The belfry of the church has a valuable lapidary collection. This 
was a perfect spot for a monastery, so quiet and beautiful, perfect 
for meditation. The original monastery has not survived. The pre¬ 
sent one was built in the 15th or 16th century and contained one of 
the most famous Benedictine libraries in Europe. It was iestroyed 
and scattered after the order was expelled. I was surprised to 
read the names of monks who were famous Dubrovnik writers. A few 
were Mavro Vetranovic 1482-1576, Marvo Orbini (died 1614), Anzelmo 
Banduri (1671-1743, and Ignjat Burdevic 1675-1737. In recent years 
the monastery was converted to a hotel. What a beautiful and in¬ 
spiring place to spend a few days to rest and relax! The western 
part of Mljet has been made a National Park because of its forests, 
its limestone caves, the two lakes connected to each other and the 
sea, its sandy beaches, and rich fishing grounds. Add to this the 
good climate and the superb scenery and you have a tourist attraction. 

Mljet has about a dozen villages on the hillsides with about 
2000 inhabitants, and a long valley known as Babino Polji (Old Woman's 
Valley). The valley contains Babino Selo (Old Woman’s Village). 

The peasants at Maranovicfi say that at one time there had been an 
old woman, a beauty in her youth, who had a palace in which she 
never lived, preferring to dwell in a cave in the midst of the lov- 
liest garden. The Romans named the island Melita in her honor. 

The Greeks called the green-forested island Ogygia. 

Legend says that it was on these shores that Ulysses was cast 
after a shipwreck in which his whole crew was lost. Tradition con¬ 
nects Ulysses with Mljet. It was here he spent seven years in the 
clutches of the nymph, Calypso, the old woman of whom the islanders 
still spin tales. She ruled the island and had a palace at Babino 
fblji. The tradition connecting Homer’s hero with Mljet is a strong 
one. It is the only Adriatic island where one finds a cavern match¬ 
ing the description of the grotto inhabited by Calypso. The cave 
still exists, known as Galidnik, about fifteen minutes from 
MarInovi<*i. It is situated at Porto Kamara, a sheltered harbor so 
warm and cozy that the name "chamber” seems suited. 

Homer has Ulysses describe the cave-"The spacious cavern

yet feminine. The figure of a woman appeared. She was beautiful, 
her dffrk bronzed face framed in fair locks that turn e over er 
shoulders revealing strong well-formed arms. A thin transparen 
veil gathered about a slender waist with a golden belt, out ne 
the body of feline grace---Calypso, mistress of Ogygia . 


Centuries after Calypso and Ulysses the Roman poet Agesilaus 
was exiled by the Roman emperor to Veliko Jesero. The poet wrote 
about the land, "Where birds sing on the green branches of a pine, 
where the - sea frolics with the shores of a cove trimmed with dark 
green fir trees, through which the western sun casts shafts of 
gold on the glittering water, there can be no evil, no sorrow". 

After Agesilaus came the Venetian aristocrats who built summer 
residences hidden In the luxuriant vegetation and sweet-scented 
flowers. The crumbling walls of these palaces, lost in ivy and 
overgrowth, remind us of a time when these islands held great promise. 


Mljet's other unusual claims to fame concern animals. It is 
the only place in Europe where you find mongooses roaming about 
freely. It came about in this way. In those days the rocks and 
woods were infested with poisonous snakes. Legend has it that one 
of them bit St. Paul (no harm) while on his way to appeal to Caesar 
and meet his martyrdom in Rome. A young sailor heard that in India 
there was an animal with a great appetite for snakes. He planned 
to help his home island, so when he returned to Polace he had a 
pair of mongooses. In a few years the snakes had been killed, but 
the mongooses went on multiplying since they had no natural enemy. 
The inhabitants who had liked the squirrel-like animals that so 
bravely attacked and killed the snakes learned to detest them as 
they began feeding on ducks, chickens and even new-born lambs. 

They now had a new pest to fight. I suppose they still set out 
traps for the furry creatures. No snakes but plenty of mongooses. 


Another animal that visits the southern coast of Mljet are 
sea-lions or seals who with their cubs bask in the early morning 
sun. The people call them "Men of the Sea" because of their mourn¬ 
ful eyes and gentle expression. They are the only species in 
existence in the Mediterranean. Scientists believe that there are 
pairs and are taking steps to preserve them. Fishermen 
killed them because they believed that they were damaging their 
nets and eating their fish. They are now told that dolphins are 
responsible for the damage. 


Speaking of the type of people who live on the Adriatic 
Lovett Edwards in his book The Yugoslav Count says "A self-™/ d 
ficient lot, these men of Lastovo and Mljet, stiff-necked and 
rebellious. There were several revolts in the centuries of domlna 
tion by Dubrovnik. Probably the Dubrovnik nobles did not ^nd^and 

this peasant democracy since neither at Lastovo nor at nearbv m w 
were there any local nobles." nearby Mljet 












And so I come to the end of ray story and we must agree with 
Homer.
